About 3:30 a.m. on May 21, a tall, 
mod-dressed man sauntered out of 
an after-hours club on Prospect Ave.

As he started to cross the intersection 
of Prospect and Home, a 1974 Pontiac sedan 
came along, moving slowly and close to the 
curb.

Police found Barrett's 6-foot-2, 200-pound body 
sprawled in the gutter, blood soaking his expensive 


sport shirt and slacks. His diamond rings, gold wrist- 
watch and overstuffed wallet had not been touched. 


As Deadly as the Original 


Dandy George, 31, was a rising power in a sinis- 
ter new crime combine known to law-enforcement 
agencies and the underworld as the Black Mafia. It 
is not yet as strong or as well-organized as the 
original. still-flourishing Mafia, but it is every bit 
as deadly. 

Narcotics detectives described Barrett as a big- 
time dope dealer and chief lieutenant of Tito John- 
son, head of one of the city’s black crime families. 
Barrett’s demise was not unexpected. He was. the 
latest casualty in a wild but unpublicized gangland 
war that seems certain—before it is over—to chalk up 
more fatalities than the mob wars of Prohibition days. 


More than 100 black mobsters have been blown 
away in New York City within the last year, accerd- 


ing to the cops who compile such statistics: This 


amounts to approximately 1045 of the local Black 
Mafia membership. Surprisingly, few if any of the 
executions resulted from rivalry between the black 
gangs and the old, established Mafia mobs. Almost 
all the blacks were iced by their own or other Black 
Mafia groups. 


Prostitution Came First 


Over the past five years; black racketeers have 
been moving into lucrative fields long controlled by 
the white mobs. Prostitution was the first major 
racket to be taken over by tbe blacks. Then they 
started grabbing pieces of the really big money - 
makers—narcotics and gambling. 

Of approximately 60 major policy (numbers) op- 
erations flourishing in the city, 14 now are run by 
blacks. There also are 11 large, all-black dope gangs, 
on? of which supplies cocaine and heroin to black

sedate. But where we were that 
second Saturday night, anything 
can happen.. It was a most in- 
teresting night we spent there — 
spent in stinking little under- 
ground dives few white people 
had ever visited; in bright clean 
rooms where boogie-woogie mu- 
sic played and white women car- 
essed colored men; on the streets, 
ihe bright gay streets, the dark 
streets of the strolling women, the 
streets of windows from which 
women called to white men pass- 
ing, the streets littered with little

| “See that joint on the corner?” 
the policeman asked, “See the 
swell cars parked all around it? 
That's a sort of rendezvous for 
¡panders and prostitutes — white 
prostitutes especially, The pan- 
ders own the cars. The girls feel 
lucky to ride in them.” 

We met proprietors of many 
places that cater to both races, 
all of them sinister, unhealthy- 
looking men. And we met others

Rent Racket 

It is ironic that Hubert De- 
laney should hold the position he 
does. He is more or less a men- 
ace to the rent racketeers of Har- 
lem — the people responsible for 
must of- ihe misery ef Negroes 
there, and for much of Ле crime 
they commit. Let us explain. 

There are from 250,000 to 300,- 
000 Negroes in Harlem. They 
occupy 203 city blocks. They are 
supposed to live there and no 
piace else. That is, the white 
neighbors of black Harlem want 
them to live there and not to 
move outside, But thousands and 
thousands of Negroes come up 
from the South every year to ob- 
tain better schooling, better jobs, 
better relief, the ballot. And Har- 


lem must expand. It can hold no 


more Negroes. Su it does ex- 
dee КҶ P* nas crossed 
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155th Street, which was stpposed 
to its ultimate northern! boun- 
dary, and has crept up St Nich- 
olas Avenue beyond 160th street. 

How was this menaged? By 
the rent racketeers. 


These racketeers act sub]ly and 
with crafty  psychology.| They 
jhave a white man buy Ф lease 
гр apartment on а “solid| white" 
iblock. They have this man lease 
the property to a Negro. ! Within 
a few weeks all the white families 
on that block move out. Some

THE racketeers buy or 
the property at their n fig- 
ures, Then they put Negro ten- 
ants in. But they jack up the 
rents first. The Negroes ways 
pay a lot more for their f ts than 
the white tenants did. Sometimes 
they pay twice as much. They 
have to. Yet they are glad to 
pay — because now they can move 
from the old firetraps, from the 
damp floors, the rickety stair- 
ways, the dimly lit balls, the leaky 
roofs, the bedbugs and roaches 
and rats. NE 

The racketeers have bought 
cheap and sold dear. They have 
made enormous profits. And they 
will have no overbead, because 
for years to come they will not 
make a single improvement in 
any of these houses. However 
the new tenants may complain, 
{hey can't make the landlords 
spend a penny for improvements.

the leaders of his people, lives 
in an apartment building on Sugar 
Hill, so called. “An insurance 
company owns this building,” he 
told us. “It erected it for white 
tenants, but in its best days could 
rent only 35 per cent of its rooms. 
Now, with an exclusive Negro 
tenantry, the building is 100 per 
cent occupied; And the rents have 
keen almost doubled. But have 
there been any improvements? 1 
haven’t noticed any.” | 
Mr. Delaney, who was with us 
that evening in Mr. White’s home, 
added that Negroes now own more 
than $5,000,000 worth of real es- 
tate in Harlem, and have had to 


pay 20 per cent down. 


“Most of them, of course,” he 
said, “mortgaged the property or 
assumed mortgages. And most of 
them, of course, will lose the 
property eventually. They can’t 
keep up their payments in bad 
times — and these are bad times 
for more than 90 per cent of our 
people. They cannot even keep 
on paying interest on the mort- 
gage. But the financiers aren't 
worried. That property will be 
sold again, and at higher prices. 
It will be sold many times — and 
the only people who will suffer 
are the buyers." 

"Father John LaFarge, associate 
editor of America, a Catholic 
magazine, worker in the Harlem 
vineyard and one of the white 
men colored peopie love, says the 
white landlords are to blame for 
this exploitation of poor colored 
families. But A. Philip Randolph,

We visited Harlem Hospitai sev- 
eral times. We weze kindly treat- 
ed but were told, by those in 
charge that “the commissioner 
wouldn't like it" if they answer- 
ed any of our questions. So we 
talked to many people about the 
hospital. Some praised it. One 
or two called it “а slaughter- 
house.. 

We had a grand time in Har- 
lem. We met nice people, as nice 
as youll find anywhere in the 
world. They toox us into their 
homes. They gave parties for 
us. They took us to dinner and 
to luncheons in the YMCA, They 
introduced us to their friends. We 
met such interesting people as 
Langston Hughes and Richard 
Wright and Ellen Tarry and Wal- 
ter White and other authors. 
met newspapermen, lawyers, doc- 
tors, politicians. We met most 
everybody of importance in the 
community. We were shown the 
Arthur A. Schomburg collection in 
the Publie Library at 135th Street 
and Lenox Avenue. We .Were, 
invited to lectures апа plays and 
churches and schools. And all the 
time we felt we were visiting our 
own kind of people. 

10,000 Cases 


AND then we visited the courts 
and didn’t have so grand a time. 
Abraham Poretz, prosecuting at- 
torney in the Felony Court, told 
us that a disproportionate num- 
ber of the 10,000 cases that pass 
every year through his court are 
those of colored men and women. 
He lists assault and battery as a 
misdemeanor. He couldn't han- 
dle all the cases otherwise. There 
would be “too much congestion." 
This eourt, of course, is in an 
almost solidly Negro district. 

While we were talking to him 
a colored girl entered com- 
plaint room. She had had one 
eye gouged out, and. she demand- 
ed that a man be arrested for 
it. This complaint was one of 
the “misdemeanors.” | | 

We listened to a few cases in 
the courtroom. Two Negro boys 
pleaded guilty to robbing a man 
in the Ninety-sixth Street subway 
station. They had taken three 
dollars from him One of the 
prisoners said he had no home, 
just slept m the basement of a 
house on 132nd Street. The other 
bad no home at all. Neither had 
a job. Both were sentenced to 
thirty days. 

“No judge likes. to sentence a 
boy to a reform school or any 
sort of penat institution, especialiy 
if he be a first offender," Walter 
White told us. “He paroles him, 
if he can, or sends him to some 
mild disciplinary institution. But

So 
what could be more natural—all 
his devoted disciples asked—than 
that he should fittingly observe 
the anniversary with a concert in 
Carnegie Hall?

And therein lies a story. 

The Duke, all agree, is the nuni- 
ber one man of dance music, He 
has assembled together an 
orchestra whose members аге 
amazing virtuosos. He rehearses 
that orchestra with the zeal of the 
born leader. There is no phrase, 
no effect, no detail that is not 
worked over until it “comes up 
smiling,” as they don’t say up in 
Harlem. 

He has written brief, air-tight, 
compositions for this unit that 
have earned the praise of the most 
discerning critics. He has created 
a style of composition, in fact. It 
is his alone, and a pox on his 
imitators. In short, the Duke is 
quite an artist—not forgetting the

The jig saw puzzle of swing and jazz, the two accepted music form to arise from pop- 

ular dance syncopation, is a problem found the most learned music critic. One school 
‘Claims that the twé forms are actually one; another insists that they must not even be 
mentioned in the deep same breath. There are those who can find virtue only in the 
"New Orleans“style and these and there are those who abide by the "Chicago." The puz- 
gle falls into a thousand segments but the most worrisome section of all is an oddly 
shaped piece labeled * Ellington." | 
“Ellingtonia"is the name which has been given to the music composed, arranged, cond- 
ucted and played by the most amazing figure in the field of modern dance music, Duke 
Ellington. It is an unusual world in the musical universe, a world its own. It may we- 
llhave given birth to swing and it certainly has played a major role in Jazz. Put bey- 
ond that, there is little resemblance between "Elingtonia " and either of the two forms 
Whatever his music's place may be in jazz or with swing, it is generally conceded by 
all in the musical Hell of Fame, In fact, critics of jazzland his music as & foremost 
example of their art form, and swing critics cite it as the most ideal example of that 
form. Still more words of praise have been voiced by such diversified musical figures 
as Igor Stravinsky, Artie Shaw, Perey.GraingeP, Leo pDld Stakowski an Hel Me Intyre. 
What does Duke call his jazz or misic? He has no special name or classification for it. 
Duke Ellington is attempting to interpret in a pattern which he feels the music of the 
race to which he belongs. He hearg his music as he composes, but he hears it in only 
one way**through the horns of his and and the chords of his piano. Duke composes the 
only music he knows and styles it for only one unit, the Ellington band, If others are 
able to adapt his melodies, thats fine. If not, thats too bade To the Duke, the music 
he writes is His own music for his own band. Call it swing or call it jazz. The name 
is unimportant. The Ellington fan is aware that a great percentage of"Dukes" music is 
written in the traditional twelve-bar blues pattern of the Negro race. The reason for 
Ellingtons restriction * simple. rhe blues and its traditional pattern is the most na- 
tural and sincere music form to evolve from the historic and artistic development of 
the Negro race, it is a sincere emotional expression and Duke is writing sincerely of 
his own race. What could be more natural? That the blues is definitely restrictive, in 
the most extreme sense of the word, has been disapproved by "Ellingtonia." Duke has 
been able to inject joy, humor, sadness, age, youth, war, love and passion into his mu- 
sical work while.seldom straying from the blues idom. He has accepted that pattern be- 
cause it is a natural field for him and because he has found it consistently serviceabl 
He has composed in larger forms, having one Jazz Symphony, plack, . Brown and Beige 
to his credit and a shorter work, New World Coming." One of the most outstanding 
differences between "fllingtonia" and swing is the Dukes tendeney to write not especia- 
lly for melody and rhythm, but principally for harmony and tempo. Although many of Du- 
kes compositions such as Solitude, Sophisticated Lady, Mood Indigo are remembered for 
the beauty of their melodic line, the bulk of his music finds its excellence in eccen- 
trie harmonies end unorthodox progressions. Every instrumentalist in Dukes band is a 
stellar jazzman but even more he is a’ key Ellington instrumentalist. ‘the boys are um- 
doubtedly given more solo freedom than are instrumentalist in any other band, but each

NEWARK — The music teachers 
of any community must be count- 
ed among the most important fac- 
tors of the community as a whole 
— for in their work lie all the 
guidance and nourishment of the 
talents of youth, whether for suc- 
cess or failure. In any sizable city, 
with its powerful neon attraction 
to idleness, where families are of- 
ten broken and parents too busy 
earning a living to give the chil- 
dren the attention needed, the role 
of the community music teacher 
becomes increasingly important. 
Indeed, the greatest names in the 
annals of music began with the 
community music teacher. 

Profiled on this page are four 
such teachers, all of whom have 
earned high reputations in the 
community of Newark for the 
work they have done and are now 
‘doing in the field of music. The 
selection of these four is not to be 
construed as a choice of this pa- 
per, but rather a random, cross- 
section example of the type of 
work that these community each- 
ers ar doing. 

Emory Lucas 

Emory Lucas, of Newark, has 
built a strong foundation for the 
position he now holds in the com- 
munity as a music teacher. New- 
arkers find it difficult to believe 
that so many of his pupils have 
soared to some of the most famous 
spots in. music. 

Outstanding among the fruits of 
Mr. Lucas" work is the celebrated 
Ernie Myers. Myers stepped into 
the national spotlight as a bass 1n- 
'strumentalist with Duke Ellington 
and traveled 1n Europe with Wil- 
lie Louis. Jack Butler, whose ear- 
ly musical training was guided by 
Mr. Lucas, became an outstanding 
trumipeter with Willie Louis, and, 
at one time, was an important fea- 
ture in Willie Bryant's brass sec- 
tion. 

Mr. Lucas specializes in piano 
and exclusive among his piano 
proteges are Teddy Branden and 
Clem Morman. Teddy became fa- 
mous as a pianist with the world 


-nowned Don Byas, and Clem and. 
; Piccadiliy Pipers were once the 


ok of the town. They still are 


playing to packed, satisfied audi- 


ences in Pennsylvania and ac- 
claimed by home-towners as one 


. of Newa-ks fine wontributions to 


the world of entertainment. 

Mr. Lucas is eurrently proud of 
his work in voice. Barbara Plater, 
whom he is about to launch as a 
concert singer, is echoing another 
ditto to his list of achievements. 

With a deeo emotional warmth 
and a clear, pure voice, Miss Pla- 
ter promises to be a great Ameri- 
can soprano, and her felicitous in- 
terpretations of a. representative 
collection of operatic arias, inclu- 
ding “Vesta La Juba” from Pagli- 
aczi, “Serenade” from the Student 
Prince, have brought her unstint- 
ed praise from music lovers in and 
around Newark. 

Born in Washington, D. C., Mr. 
Lucas attended the Minnie Gor- 
don School, studied under the late 
Manny Taylor, Clarence Miiler, the 
late James Webster and Professor 
(Al) White. 

“The teacher must first estab- 
lish a good relationship’ with the 
student,” Mr. Lucas says, “and 
continue to emphasize what he or 
she is about to do.” While he rec- 
ommends counting aloud, with or 
without the teacher, as an aid to 
concentration, he does not recom- 
end the metronome.

Beginnings of the Mind 
Arnold Gesell of Yale has studied baby 
ehavior so long (since 1911) and so 
noroughly that he is generally considered 
the world's best-informed expert on the 
child as father to the man. But Dr. Gesell 
has felt for some time that babyhood is 
much too late a point at which to begin 
the study of human behavior. Recently 
he has been studying the behavior of 
embryos and fetuses.* This week he pub- 
lished a fascinating report on "the begin- 
nings of the human mind" (The Embry- 
ology of Behavior; Harper; $5). 

Behavior in the Womb. Since Dr. Ge- 
sell’s study method depends on constant 
observation and movies of his subjects, 
his attempt to investigate behavior in the 
womb presented difficulties, He solved the 
problem by using as subjects prematurely 
born babies and living embryos and fetuses 
surgically removed from the womb in 
emergency operations; at hand was an ex- 
tensive collection of movies of fetuses by 
U.S. Anatomist Davenport Hooker. By 
examining closely their movements and 
physical make-up, Dr. Gesell got an almost 
continuous record of human development 
before normal birth. 
€ Four weeks: The embryo, though only 
a tenth of an inch long, already shows the 
ground plan of a human being. Blood 
vessels begin to form. The heart begins 
to beat. 
€ Eight weeks: Now an inch long, the 
fetus begins to acquire a face, mouth, 
eyes, ears, legs, arms, the specialized cere- 
bral cortex cells which may mark the be-

being is called an embryo; from then until birth, 
a fetus. :

ginning of consciousness. At eight and one- 
half weeks the creature stirs for the first 
time, can be stimulated to reflex move- 
ment of its head and arms by tickling with 
a hair. 

6 Twelve weeks: It rotates its rump, 
flexes its trunk and neck, begins to de- 
velop an elaborate nervous system. At 14 
weeks it raises its head and arches its back, 
rotates its trunk and opens its mouth when 
its back is tickled (see cut). 

Q 16 weeks: It blinks, moves first its 
upper lip, then its lower lip, swallows, 
moves its tongue, makes a clenched fist, 
begins to show individuality in facial 
features and profile, 

20 weeks: It pouts, begins to straight- 
еп up, starts exercising its breathing mus- 
cles (it inhales liquid instead of air until 
it is born), becomes so active that its 
mother begins to feel a fluttering. 

Ü 24 weeks: It hiccups, opens its eyes, is 
capable of a thin wai! if born prematurely 
(but lives only a few hours). 

Q 28 weeks: If prematurely delivered 
now, it may live. Wrinkled as a crone, it 
drowses and yawns, never really wakes or 
sleeps soundly, sucks weakly, is capable of 
à faint squeak, grunt, bleat or wail. 

€ 36 weeks: It cries lustily when hungry, 
sleeps deeply, comes wide awake at inter- 
vals, takes notice of human faces, looks 
pleased when caressed, is soothed by 
handling, looks expectant when its bib is 
tucked in. 

€ 40 weeks: At this point, the birth date 
of a full-term baby, the new baby and a 
prematurely born baby conceived at the 
same time behave much alike, except that 
the latter, from practice, is slightly more 
efficient. After four weeks the normal and 
the premature babies are on a par.

Head up, back arched, mouth open. 
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Education or Just Growth? Dr. Gesell 
believes that all this throws a good deal of 
light on mental development. Much of 
what has been considered learning, he 
thinks, actually has nothing to do with 
education but is a natural, inevitable pro- 
cess of mental growth, progressing by pre- 
determined stages independently “bf the 
environment. Thus, for an infant, he 
points out, banging invariably comes be- 
fore poking, nouns before prepositions. 
And for, a premature baby, the art of 
sleeping and waking, which is controlled 
by the brain, is developed not through 
experience but by the growing maturity 
of the mind. 

As excited as a man standing on the 
threshold of a new world, Dr. Gesell 
thinks his pioneering study may lead to 
explanations of some of the *fundamental 
riddles of science"; e.g., the nature of life, 
the meaning of genius, etc. Says he. 
quoting Samuel Coleridge: “This history 
of a man for the nine months preceding 
his birth would probably be far more 
interesting and contain events of far great-

Song of Liberty 
The Song of Liberty was written by Mrs. Mary Warren, wife of Gen- 
eral James Warren of Plymouth, Mass., and is cited as the first native 
composition set to music and published, according to Moore’s Encyclo- 
pedia of Music dated 1850. It was popular throughout the coloniés and 
the chorus read: “In Freedom we're born, and in freedom we'll live; Our 
purses are ready, Steady friends, steady; Not as slaves, but as ا‎ 
our money we'll give.” It was published in an almanac at Boston, 1769. 
In 1770 & new version was given in Bickerstaff's Almanac with changed 
verse and the title, “The Massachusett’s Son of Liberty.” 
The British Anthem 
Of all national anthems, God Save The King, is the most widely 
known and used in the British Empire; in Germany as Heil dir in Sieger- 
kranz; and in this country as America. Concerning the author and com- 
poser, opinions differ. It is generally assumed that Dr. John Bull, born 
about 1563, was the composer. But Henry Carey, writer of poems and 
songs, who wrote Sally in Our Alley, was credited with creating it, accord- 
ing to his own admission. Beethoven used the melody in his Battle Sym- 
| phony and Weber introduced it in his cantata and Jubel Overture. The 
music of God Save the King first appeared in a book published in Phila- 
delphia, 1761, by James Lyons, A. M., entitled Urania, containing 216 pages 
| of Psalm Tunes, Anthems and Hymns, Later the words of America were 
written to the English music by Rev. Samuel Francis Smith in 1832. Th 
same year Lowell Mason gave it the first public performance. | 
National Hymns 
One of the most inspiring of national anthems is the French Marsell- 
laise, words and music by Claude Joseph Rouget de Lisle. The original 
title was: Song of War for the Armies of the Rhine. It was later heard at 
a civic banquet at Marseillaise and sung by troops as they entered Paris in 
1792. Thus it received the name of La Marseillaise. Among our allies we 
hear the stirring marching song of Russia, Meadowland, and Chi Li, as 
sung by the Chinese, a song of the people. From Canada we hear, The 
Maple Leaf Forever; Hawaii, Aloha Oe; Mexico, La Golandrina; the He- 
drew song, ЕШ, ЕШ; from Ireland, The Wearing of the Green; and others 
that take on the nature of folk songs.

Boy, you said 
it! 

He summons a funeral director—a 
total stranger, perhaps—who is suave, 
sympathetic and engaged in an unusual 
business enterprise. This suavity and unc-

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should be—for his skill and knowledge, 


Which brings us to that oft-repeated 
question: Does the funeral industry prof- 
iteer in grief? 

Let’s take a look. 

The funeral industry’s maximum num- 
ber of sales is limited by the annual 
death rate—about 1,400,000 in recent 
years. The only possible way for the 
country's 27,000 funeral directors, "00 
casket manufacturers and innumerable 
accessory gentlemen to make a reasona- 


ble profit is by “merchandising upwards." | 


They must persuade the public to buy 
more expensive caskets, containers and 
accessories; to hold more and more elab- 
orate funerals. 

Now, any way you slice it, the funeral 
director's profit comes from the sale of 
what the trade calls “merchandise.” It 
is quite true that he is paid—as well he 


his personal services, and the overhead 


| and other expenses of his establishment.

But it is also true that the more expen- 
sive the casket purchased, the greater 
his profit. It costs him just about the 
same to place the occupant in a cheap 
wooden coffin as in a $13,000 ($6,500 
wholesale, except you can't buy it whole-

The casket with the $284 retail price 
tag—which price includes “complete 
funeral service," which is not complete 
at all so far as you who pay the bills 
are concerned—costs $77.90 wholesale, 
leaving a margin of $206.10 to cover other 


expenses. The $582 model allows a mar- 


gin of $377 to cover the same expenses. 
Get the idea? Other merchandise, such 
as “outside boxes,” generally retails at 
double its wholesale cost. The profession 
maintains.that services of less than $200, 
of which there are many, are conducted 
at a loss—which,is balanced off by Profits 
tious rites.

body’s business how much somebody else 
spends in the final tribute to loved ones 
—provided it works no hardship on 
others. There are a thousand worse ways 
to spend money. The disturbing point 
is this: 

There is convincing evidence of a 
steadily growing tendency in this fairly 
sensible nation to accept ostentation and 
cost as the true measure of love and 
devotion. A fancy metal job with pretty 
silver handles is considered proof posi- 
tive that you dearly loved the elderly 
relative who has just passed on. A simple, 
inexpensive casket—even if that’s what 
he or she requested—somehow stamps 


you, even in your own mind, as an in- 


grate and a cheap skate. 


An additional danger of rising costs 


and standards is the temptation they 
present to those who can’t afford, but 
too often buy, expensive funerals—to the 
detriment of the living. 

Behind this state of affairs are the 
industry’s well-organized and vigorous 
promotional efforts to merchandise up- 
wards—backed up by exploitation and 
advertising. And such advertising! Read 
a few bales of these booklets about lux- 
ury caskets or scientific jobs that will out- 
last eternity—a little expensive but worth 
it—and you are slapped in the face with 
the unpleasant conclusion that, in our 
wonderful mechanical age, much more 
attention is being given to the material 
future of the deceased than the spiritual. 

While the funeral director usually 
takes the rap for overselling, the cus- 
tomer, as often as not, is equally to 
blame. Unhappily, it is not always en- 
tirely great love and reverence for the 
deceased that inspires extravagant serv- 
ices. Quite frequently there is a fair- 
sized order of vanity and remorse—and 
fear of what other people will think. 

Grandpa Brown dies. His progeny real- 
ize that maybe they treated him a bit 
shabbily in his crotchety old age. So they 
compensate for their neglect with a 
mahogany creation completely out of 
character for the old gentleman. 

Pete’s wife Mamie answers the final 
summons. Pete recalls, with sharp pangs 
of self-reproach, the hundreds of heart- 
aches he caused her. Too late now—but 
he'll give her a funeral she'd be proud of! 

Who would be proud of? Funerals, ex- 
cept among certain religious sects, are 
for the living, not for the dead. 

What to do about it? 

The answer isn't difficult: you just go 
ahead and do it—but in advanct. 

First talk things over with a funeral 
director. Most of them are préuty regu- 
lar guys, efficient businessmen. If you pin 
them down, theyll give you whatever 
sort of funeral you demand—for as little 
as $75, in some localities, in a case of 
dire necessity. Whatever you decide you 
want and can afford, make it definite. 
Put it in writing. If you want to pay in 
advance, a bank will impound the money, 


issue it as you | ins}ruct. If you wish to be 


cremated, as an increasing Nut still: Т 
percentage of people do. cot at preference 
should be stated, a, ng, ií possible. 
Of course there's a slight extra charge 
for that—one of the munerous extra 
charges not included in the cost of a 

“complete funeral service.” The funeral 
director doesn’t profit from these extra 
charges but you have to pay for them 
just the same—unless you want services 
without a minister, flowers, music and so 
on. Incidentally, if you aren’t a church- 
goer it would do no harm to brush up on: 
your ecclesiastical connections, the lack 
of which becomes most unhappily appar- 
ent in the hours of bereavement. 

That's simple, isn't it? Practical, fors- 
sighted and not too terribly morbid. You 
dispose of and pay for an unpleasant job” 
while everyone's in a sane and pleasant 
humor. “Prearrangement,” funeral di- 
rectors call it. They're for it. But the 
percentage of people who make such sim- 
ple arrangements is infinitesimal. 

The "price advertisers" are no cheaper. 
than the non-advertisers. Beware of the. 
guy who solicits business immediately 
after a death. 

Cemetery arrangements are equally’ 
painless and even more essential. Funeral 
directors will arrange credit if necessary. 
In fact, they never turn down a case, 
including charity jobs which cost them 
money. But cemeteries do not permit in- 
terment until the grave space is paid for. 

If you’re lucky, you may have access 
to a family plot that some prudent fore- 
bear long since selected and paid for. 
Otherwise, there are 8,000 active ceme- 
terles and some 52,000,000 available grave 
plots to choose from. You can look around | 
and pick out a spot, and buy it on time 
payments. As with any real estate, prices 
vary—the smaller the community, the 
less expensive, generally. This is defi- 
nitely true of funeral costs. 

How do you tell a good cemetery from 
a bad? Start now and you'll have time to 
find out. Look around, ask questions— 
investigate. Better make sure of the new 
ones. Some are okay; some are rank pro- 
motions. Beware of the high-pressure, 
boys who promise resale at a profit. Be/ 
ware of any high-pressure tactics. 

Generally speaking, avoid the so-called 
"burial associations.” Many states have 
outlawed them, particularly those which 
paid off only on condition that you 
patronized one particular, funeral direc- 
tor and burial ground. These are not to 
be confused with industrial groups which 
permit the beneficiaries to patronize 
whom they choose. 

As to monuments, which used to be 
called tombstones, you'll have plenty of 
time to make up your mind on that sub- 
ject—or somebody else will, afterwards. | 

So there you have it—at least the 
essentials. And nothing very difficult or 
complicated about it—if you do it now.
